The Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) awarded the Technical Support Services Contract 4
(T4) to Parsons as the prime contractor. This $1.3 billion+ contract has a 4-year base period with
two 3-year options. The statement of work includes a variety of activities that support the
FAAâ€™s Capital Investment Plan (CIP) modernization efforts: Site selection and engineering,
construction, environmental and fire/life safety, equipment installation and testing, CAD, and
other technical services as required. Work is performed across the nation in each of the
FAAâ€™s nine regions as well as the Aeronautical Center in Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, and the
Technical Center in Atlantic City, New Jersey and in several U.S. territories. An average staff of
400-500 with a peak staff over 650 supports this contract, in addition to those subcontractors
who perform construction work.
